* Morpeth’s Irish Registration Bill deserves 
— and vigerous support. It has a far stronger 
recommendation ‘than that of bemg something 
preferable to Lord Stanley's: scheme,— it is not 
- merely better than the ‘worst project that’ the 
ingenuity of malice could have conceived for the 
extinction of ape rights, — Lord Morpeth’s 
measure is to be regarded as good without any

There is much to reflect upon in this candid ex- 
planation of Lord Morpeth.

EAST INDIAN GRIEVANCES.—THE REDUC- 
TION OF THE DUTY ON RUM. 


In the West Indian Committee on “ East 
Indian produce,” Mr Goulburn asked Mr Lar- 
pent, with unwonted simplicity, “ When did this 
question of grievance about ram first arise ?’’— 
“About the time,” said the witness, somewhat 
drily, “when it was found that the equalization of 
the duty on rum.did not follow that on sugar.’— 
Upon which M 's interest in the chrono- 
logy of the grie @eased, and he devoted the 
remainder of his ingutry to the discovery of’ its

“You state,” continued Mr Goulburn, “ that. 
os pone apprehend that the difference of duiy on rum 
a latterly become a very great grievance, which 
“was none before. Why was it no yrienance, 
* before, since there was no market for East Indian 
“rum, and therefore no “employment of the refuse, 
“which arose from, the great supply of jeugat in, 
*'is an assumption,” says Mr Larpent, “ with sub- 
mission, that I never stated!” 

Now, let us suppose Mr Larpent had “ appre- 
hended“ no such grievance to exist before “the 
equalization of the sugar duties; let us admit 
that there was “no market for East Indian rum.” 
Let us freely make these concessions. Are we, then, 
to eonclude that there is no substance in this ques- 
tion of grievance, as it is called? According to 
Mr Goulburn, however, this is the conclusion we 
are to come to; and that to redress the evils 
complained of, we have only to put an end to the 
presen manufacture of rum, by replacing a probi- 

itory duty on the export of East Indian sugar to 
the home market. We are to permit to our East 
Indian fellow-subjects a free sale of East Indian 
sugar in their own markets only, in order to stop 
the cry for the reduction of the duty on rum! 
This discovery of the cause of, and remedy for, this 
* guration of grievance” is worthy of the source from 
whence it proceeds—that venerable and consistent 
opponent of all change, political as well as com- 
mercial, Mr ex-Chancellor of the Exchequer Goul- 
burn, who, however, very faithfully represents the 
spirit and commercial iples of his party. 

Just after the same fashion would they find re- 
medies for the “ grievances” of the Reform Bill, by

We ought therefore to rejoice that we had colo- 
nies — of supplying our wants, and to en- 
courage by all means in our power those merchants 
of capital and enterprise who were willing to em- 
bark in the manufacture of r for that supply 
of the English market which the West Indian was 
anable to afford. And what was the amount of 
that supply? In 1836 the duty on East Indian 
sugar was reduced, not equalised. The produce of 
the sugar cane was not put on an equal footing, 
and an unjust encouragement was still given to our 
colonies in the west as compared with those in the 
east. In 1839, however, in consequence of the dimi- 
nished — of the West Indies, and the high 
price of sugar, about warms thousand tons of 
sugar were imported, and less than half the pro- 
duce of Jamaica alone. And in 1840, the price of 
sugar still continuing high, the quantity increased 
to about forty thousand tons. In 1839 the price 
was thirty-nine shillings and sixpence ; in 1840 it 
was fifty-seven shillings, and consumption and the 
revenue were on the decline. It must not, how- 
ever, be overlooked that the population and the 
general trade and wealth of the country are not 
stationary: and hence that the real disproportion 
of our supply of sugar, even with the addition of 
that from the East Indies, to the demand at a mo- 
derate price, or at the price at which a free import 
of sugar would reduce it, is far greater than it ap- 
pears. 

It was then this important question, connected so 
elosely with the welfare of our people, with the ex- 
tension of our trade, and, more than all, with just 
legislation, that Mr Labouchere, with ‘bated breath, 
introduced to the House of Commons. He was 
most anxious “not to bind the House;" and he 
gave his assent to the right of our East Indian pos- 
sessions “to be treated as favourably as any of 
“our Colonial possessions!” His assent, for- 
sooth! to the rights of a hundred millions of peo- 
ple, whose government we administer, whose 
revenues we seize, and whose trade we quietly 
appropriate to ourselves, to deal with us on equal

Our fiscal législation is, however, anything but 
honest. Thé cost of the sugar monopoly now, 
regarded only in reference to its influence.on 
revenue, Mr Macgregor, the Assistant-Secretary 
to the Board of Trade, estimates at three millions 
sterling. Just so much additional taxation is in⸗ 
flicted on the consumer of sugar to support, the 
monopoly of the West Indies. 

The cost of the present food monopoly of corn 
and grain, of all kinds of meat, butter, cheese, 
&e. &c,, Mr J. D. Hume estimates at about thirty

But it is perfectly notorious to 
all who know anything of the of the’ old 
law that every variety of abuse, in workhouses and 
out of workhouses, by paid officers and by unpai 
officers, constantly occurred under it; and, in 
general, remained unredressed. The true differ- 
ence between the present and the former systems 
is that, under the present system, fewer abuses 
occur, but that those abuses are investigated, ex- 
posed, and redressed. There was weet of oppor- 
tunity for abuses in workhouses under the old law: 
in a large part of land, every parish had ‘its 
workhouse, or pauper lodging-house, and both the 
workhouses and the inmates of workhouses were 
more numerous than at present, notwiths

But 
it will be objected that these troops were notoriously 
the worst conditioned in the whole British army, bein 
mostly convicts, whose punishment had been commuted, 
and who were addicted to every species of intem- 
perance. This is true; but these remarks will not appl 
to ihe officers; and out of an average force of 1,0 
officers, 209 died annually, and 197 annually were in- 
yalided, and returned home.~ Of 103 civilians whe settled 
at Sierra Leone in 1792, only 57 were living at the end of 
1794; and of 89 church missionaries (all men in the 

rime of life) who went out to Western Africa between 
304 and 1825, 54 died, and 14 returned to England with 
ruined constitutions, Even the strong stamina of the 
native Africans is not proof against the noxious influence 
of this terrifie climate, in which Mr Buxton urges us to ex- 
tend and multiply our settlements Of the black troops 
of Sierra Leone (all men in the full vigour of youth), the 
annual mortality is 32 per thousand ; whereas that of our 
Indian and Hottentot soldiers is only 11 per thousand, 
The account of the negro colonists of Sierra Leone is even 
worse. Of 19,564 negroes, who had arrived from its es- 
tablishment in }792 up to 1826, enly 11,930 remained at 
that date, including all the chil that had been born 
there. Thus, in our free settlement, where the people 
have —* oe om and wholly exempt from eompulsory 
labour, the deaths exceed the births in a ratio unparalleled 
except amid the grinding slavery of Cuba and Brazil. 
We entreat the attention of the friends of Africa to these 
facts.— Past and Present Efforts for the Extinction of the 
African Slave Trade, By WV.

ESCAPES OF CONVICTS. 

KIRKDALE —A daring and ingenion# attempt was made 
by a of burglars to escape from Kirkdale gaol. They 
wre Woked up in separate cells. ‘The door of the cell in 
which one, Mitchell, was confined opens upon the: inside. 
It is about three inches in thickness, and is fastened’ on the , 
outside by a padlock and a strong iron bolt. “By means of a 
saw, which he had concealed about his person, he contrived 
to cut a piece, about four inches square, out’ of the side of 
the door, below the lock, and about half way between the 
lock and the floor. This he did ao neatly that hundreds might 
inspect the door at present with the piece inlaid, and could 
scarcely discover the slightest mark, ‘Though the door. is 
thickly studded with large heade of wails on the outside, he 
néver touched one Of theth, but eteered his coarse through 
the timber only. As the door is painted black, he covered 
the part sawed with soot. “When the piece was cut out, and 
he could get his arm through, his next object was to take the 
dimensions of the padloek, with the view of making a suita- 
ble key. For this purposs it is supposed that he got the pat- 
tern of the lock by putting in pieces of soaped paper, and ob- 
serving where impressions of the wards were made. He then 
cast a leaden key, for which purpose he extracted the lead 
by little and little which fastens the iron bars of his cell to 
the sides of the windéws; and upon Friday! morning, his 
arrangements being all completed, he opened the padlock 
with the leaden key, pashed back the bolt, and walked deli- 
herately forth. The cells of his two confederates, Evans and 
Francis, being in the same passage, and it so happening that 
all three of the locks were fitted by the same key, he opened 
their doors and liberated them. The three of them then pro- 
ceeded to the paséage bélow, access to which is obtained by 
an iron gate, which t unlocked with the teaden key, and 
in this lower their friend Oakes was confined, whose 
door they also unlocked! ‘They then unlecked:two other 
doors which led to the roof of “the prison, and: which were 
opene’ with the same key; and having brought the blankets 
with them, their intention unqeaestionably was to have made 
their escape by tying them together, aud: the 
walls, Why they returned from the roof is anknown; but 
return they did.

ACCIDENTS. 


Fanx.-About half-past ten. on Tuesday morning one of 
the most destructive fires which has — in the metro- 
polis tee ——— past, broke out on the premises formerly 
Ring to Mr Lackington, bookseller, Finsbary square, 
but occupied by Messrs Painter, cabinet makers. The 
fire was first disc in the floor. immediately above the 
shop,’ and soon communicated, with the greatest fury, both 
upwards:and downwards, presenting one mass of flame.

belonged to the far-famed bookseller Mr Lackington, who, 
from, the very humble condition of a vendor of penny trifles in 
the streets, became successively the proprietor of an old book- 
stall, a librarian and bookseller, and, in the result, realised a 

e fortune, after which he wrote his life to explain to the 
rising generation the way in which he had from the very 
smallest of beginning created for himself, by his prudence 
and economy, the eminence which he then occupied. During 
his ocenpancy of the spacious premises in Finsbury square a 
Sensation was caused by the driving of one of the mail-coaches 
round the circular counter of his immense shop, above which, 
in his time and for many su uent years, arose a dome con- 
pening several galleries filled with a vast assortment of books. 
The feat of driving four-in-hand round the circular counter 
was again performed a few years back, for a wager of 200/., 
by Alexander, the Jew, proprietor of the Horse Repository, 
in Chiswell street: The amount insured on the property 
consumed and the damage done is supposed to be hetween 
30,0002. and'40,000/, The total loss said to be at least 18,0000. 
Phe. 8,000 iosured in the Phenix on the premises and pro- 
perty neloagion #0 Messrs Painter and Co. will, it is stated, 
va cover one half of the loss. 

| Rartways.—On the Brighton railway another melancholy 
accident occurred at Clayton tannel, six miles distant from 
Brighton. The accident happened at the shaft, which was 
the scene of the fatal accident that took place about ten days 
since by the falling of some of the earth m the tuanel. The 
nature of the t occurrence was, if possible, of a much 
more dangerous kind, and it may well be deemed providential 
that the lives of many had not been lost in consequence of it. 
One boy only, whose case is hopeless, was injured. This is the 
fourth accident at the same shaft.—On the Sheffield and 
Manchester Railway a Jabourer has lost his life by being 

recipi'ated down a shaft, —Three lives have been lost on the 
anchester and Birmingham Railway at Holmes Chapel, 
Cheshire. The accident was occasioned by pushing a wagyon 
loaded with bricks along a temporary wooden bridge laid 
across the river, when one of the large beams composing the 
bridge broke, and the whole fabric fell into the river with a 
tremendous crash.—A considerable quantity of goods were 
destroyed on the Manchester aod Leeds Railway, by a fire 
occurring ina track that formed part of the train from Leeds, 
containing five tons of stuffs and woollen cloths, A spark 
from the engine chimney occasioned it.
